Home Rule for the Cities 


THE decision of Chancellor Futrell at Jonesboro yesterday 
1 in which it was held that the act granting the Arkansas 
Railroad Commission authority to regulate ice companies, 
was unconstitutional, will go to the supreme court for unal 
judgment. 


It is just as well, perhaps, that the issue be brought to 


a head. The ice regulation act has been highly, unpopular, 
and even though the supreme court should sustain it, a 
repealer is almost certain to be sought in the next legisla- 
ture. 
, 
, . . 
With the expressed desire of the ice companies to stabl- 


ize a business that has been highly chaotic, this newspaper- 
is in sympathy; but the trend of Arkansasjutility regulation 
is away from, rather than toward, the railroad commission. 
Every utility bill proposing* to 'place authority over light 
and water companies with the railroad commission, has been 
soundly beaten. There is no reason.to -suppose that the ice 
bill, now that its true,scope has become known, will escape a 
similar fate. 
' 
• 
• 
American states have tried all kinds of public service 


and corporation commissions, aiming to make the state the 
unit of control for utilities—but most of them are return- 
ing to the original unit, the city council of the community in 
which the utility operates. 
Here in Hope we are fortunate to have a municipal 


electric plant. But in other Arkansas cities where private 
power companies operate—Camden, Magnolia, El Dorado— 
the city council is the rate-making authority. Not all is peace- 
ful, of course, between the city council and the company; but 
at least the city is the nominal law-maker. 


We see no reason why Arkansas cities shouldn't be able 


to afford a square deal for the ice companies. 
The compan- 


ies haven't been treated altogether fair in the past. Ruinous 
and unscrupulous competition has been admitted in the ice- 
making field without regard to sound business or public ser- 
vice. The same rule that makes citizens feel that one strong 
utility company is worth more than two indifferent ones, 
ought to apply to the ice industry. 
It has been the lack of 


that which has driven the ice-manufacturing firms, to the 
legislature and railroad commission. 


A better system that railroad commission 
regulation, 


however, would be the establishment of a policy by the cities 
to hold intact a single ice utility, and then regulate the rates 
charged 'by that utility. Under such a system, utility capital 
and the city council might get together. 


Meanwhile, the cities of Arkansas will continue to de- 


mand and get home rule for community business.

which are regarded as disrespect- 
ful to constituted authority. 
They 


also cover cases of obscenity. 


The 
customs 
laws, 
however, 


merely bar from the country print- 
ed matter which customs officials 
may decide to be obscene. 


Of course many university pro- 


fessors and several senators, most 
recently Bronson Cutting of New 
Mexico, have

Getting Together At Mount Sequoyah, 


I 


N a leading editorial devoted to the Popular Science Monthly 
article on ''Beating the Evolution Law," the Baptist Ad- 


vance sideswipes the Gazette, which reproduced the salient 
passages of this article. The purpose of the Gazette was to 
inform the Arkansas public of the result of an investigation 
made in this state, and in Tennessee, by Orland Kay Arm- 
strong, just as we should tell the result of an investigation 
that, might be made of the Arkansas income tax or of our1 


prison system or some other matter. 


But we pass from the Baptist Advance's evolution law 


editorial to mention another leading article in that paper. It 
deals with the conference held on three days of last week at 
the Methodist Assembly grounds at Mount Sequoyah near 
Fayetteville. 
The discussions were concerned with such 


problems as prohibition, Sunday observance and world peace, 
and while the conference was held under the auspices of the 
Southern Methodist Board of Temperance and Social Service 
the Baptist Advance notes that there was "nothing denomina- 
tional" about the gathering, and that people of all denomina- 
tions and no denominations were invited to come, and did 
come, to go away with clearer ideas and deeper convictions on 
the subjects discussed. 


The Arkansas Methodist also reffered to this aspect of 


the gathering at Mount Sequoyah, and noted that on the 
second day of the conference the Rev. Dr. J. S. Compere, 
editor of the Baptist Advance, showed himself not merely a 
good presiding officer, but "an able expounder of the Scrip 
tures "and a brother beloved." 


It is a fine and encouraging thing when men and women 


. devoted to the moral and spiritual welfare of our state can 
disregard any denominational differences that separate them 
into groups, and get together as they did on this occasion to 
take counsel and seek inspiration
